LONDON, Sept. 2. 

N a dispatch from Amsterdam,

Central News says that the shot 
which resulted in the death of 
Prince von Buelow, one of the Ger- 
man Generals, was fired by a Bel- 
gian private named Rosseau, who 
has since been decorated by King 
Albert for his conduct in the bat- 
tle of Haelen.

ST. PETERSBURG CONFIRMS 
DISASTER T0 TWO CORPS 


Russian Staff Announces Loss of Three Generals 
and Statement Indicates German For- 
tress Has Been Reinforced. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—Advices have been 
received here from St. Petersburg to the 
effect that the Russian General Staff 
frankly confesses the disaster to two 
army corps, including the loss of three 
Generals. (This defeat is supposed to 
have been at Allenstein, where, the Ger- 
mans have reported, they caprares 70,- 
000 prisoners.) 

Telegraphing from St. Petersburg, the 
correspondent of the Times declares that 
the war reports given out by the head- 
quarters staff in the Russian capital 
are generally rather meager, but, in con- 
tradiction to what is the case in Berlin 
and Vienna, they are always true. 

That the headquarters will stick to 
this plain also when the news is bad is 
proved by the announcement today.,This 
attitude shows their confidence in the 
fortitude and stanchness of the Ruse- 
sian people, which undoubtedly is de- 
served and augurs well for the future. 

The wording of today’s announcement 
indicates that other Vistula fortresses, 
besides Graudenz and Thorn, have: re- 
ceived reinforcements. The news ar- 
rived last night, and the people of St. 
Petersburg reecived it with firmness. 
Their faith in a final Russian victory re- 
|mains wholly unshaken.

“Mobilization in Austria-Hungary 
Was accomplished most successfully 
and with great enthusiasm among 
the troops.

“The Russians attacked to pierce 
the province of Bukowina, but were 
repulsed with heavy losses.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Official ad- 
vices received through diplomatic chan- 
nels yesterday reported two of the most 
important developments of the present 
war. The German Embassy gave out 
a message from Berlin, received by wire- 
less, Claiming that the German forces 
had captured near Allienstein 70,000 Rus- 
sian prisoners, including two command- 
ing Generals, 300 officers and the entire 
equipment of Russi artillery. 

Great Britain asked“the United States 
to be prepared to care for British diplo- 
matic interests in Turkey, indicating 
that the allies virtually had lost hope 
of persuading the Ottoman Empire to 
remain neutral. Dispatches received at 
the British Embassy referred to the in- 
corporation in the Turkish army of sev- 
eral German officers, which was regard- 
ed as the forerunner of intervention by 
the Porte in behalf of Germany. 

Turkey’s entry into the conflict means 
the immediate alignment of Italy as well 
as Greece on the side of Great Britain, 
France and Russia, Servia, Montenegro 
and Rumania, diplomats here believe. 

The official statement of the big Ger- 
man victory against the Russian attract- 
ed wide attention. Military observers 
pointed out that if the number of Rus- 
Sians taken prisoner had been correctly 
estimated at 70,000 there must have been 
great casualties, no mention of which 
is made. 

The text of the Garson dispatch fol- 
lows: 

“Official report of the victory at Al- 
lenstein shows that it was even greater 
than known before. Three Russian army 
corps were annihilated. Seventy thou- 
sand prisoners. were taken, including 
two commanding Generals, 300 officers 
and the complete artillery of the Rus- 
sian army.” 

The statement conflicts to some extent 
with one issued by the French Embassy 
earlier in the day, which speaks of the 
progress of the Russian offensive army.

“Armed with my pass, I went to a 
point near Hal, where I learned of the 
great turning movement toward the al- 
lies’ left flank. I realized at once that 
ro .newspaper man would be allowed 
here and I dottbted the credentials given 
me by Von Jarotsky. I felt sure that if 
I remained I would be arrested and shot 
as a spy. 

Found Brussels in Turmoil. 

‘‘On my return to Brussels I found the 
town in turmoil owing to Von Jarotzky’s 
stupidity, which had nearly involved the 
town in the same fate as that of Lou- 
vain. He had been left in the city with 
5000 men and now he moved 3000 of these 
suddehly out of the city. Then’ as sud- 
denly he became alarmed for the safety 
ot the command among so large and 
hostile a population and therefore 
marched back the 3000 who were camped 
outside. 

“The citizens, seeing these men hastily 
returning, at once jumped to the prema- 
ture conclusion that the Germans were 
being forced to retreat in a great bat- 
tle outside the town and they were flee- 
ing in confusion. Some of the inhabi- 
tants therefore wished to take arms and 
finish off Von Jarotzky and his men, but 
fortunately the error was discovered in 
time. Von Parotzky was a bluff old sol- 
dier but totally incapable of exercising 
the important duties of-Commander of 
Brussels. 

“I was in Brussels-for some time be- 
fore the Germans entered. It was mid- 
Cay Wednesday (date not given) when 
the German commander demanded the 
surrender of Brussels. The commandant 
replied that he was bound by his honor 
tc: defend the town. 

“Brand Whitlock, the American 
Minister, advised the unconditional 
surrender of the city, pointing out 
how resistance might bring increased 
misfortune on the citizens, but the 
commander remained adamant until 
orders arrived from King Albert, 
telling him to surrender the town. 

“Later Mr. Whitlock as officially 
congratulated by the King for his 
action. Undoubtedly he had a great 
deal to do with saving Brussels. 

Army Three Days in Passing. 

“The German entry into Brussels 
was a wonderful and impressive sight. 
[I have seen many military parades in 
time of peace, but never a parade on 
sO vast a scale which went on with- 
out a hitch. 

“It was impossible to imagine that 
these men had been fighting contin- 
uously for 10 days or that they had 
even been on active service. First 
of all came six cyclists, then a de- 
tachment of cavalry, then a great 
mass of infantry, then guns and field 
guns and more infantry, then huge 
Howitzers, then a pontoon train and 
then more infantry from half past 
1 Thursday until Sunday morning 
without a break. 

“The pontoon trains were especially 
impressive. They were carried upside 
down on trolleys, drawn by six horses, 
All cavalry horses, as well as the 
horses of the artillery and commissary, 
were in wonderful condition. 


“The men also were very fresh and 
keen. Each company was accompanied 
by a traveling stove, the fire of which 
was never out. There was always some 
hot drink ready for the troops, and the 
German soldiers told me that it is only 
this thot coffee and soup which keeps 
them going on long forced marches. 

“The inhabitants of Brussels turned 
out by thousands to watch this endless 
procession of Germans as they marched 
by, singing all sorts of songs and na- 
tional airs. They sang in exceilent tune, 
one company taking up the refrain as 
soon as another stopped. Like every- 
thing else, their singing is perfectly or- 
ganized. 

Aviater at Head of Line. 

“An aeroplane kept its station ahead 
of this advancing horde and it signale.l 
both day and night by dropping various 
colored stars. What these signais 
meant, I do not know, but all move- 
ments of the troops were regulated by 
them. 

“T became overwhelmed after watch- 
ing this immense mass of men march- 
ing by without a hitch for three days.

Raising of Standard Caused 
Death of Prince William 


LONDON, Sept. 2—How Prince Wil- 
liam of Lippe, one of the first titled vic- 
tims of the war, fell under a rain of Bel- 
gian bullets in the German assault on 
Liege, Belgium, Aug. 6, is told by the 
Hanover Courier, in the words of an eye- 
witness as follows: 

‘After flerce fighting at close quarters 
we proceeded successfully toward Liege 
on the morning of Aug. 6. I was with 
the detachment to which the regimental 
flag and the regimental commander, 
Prince Frederick William of Lippe were 
attached. We succeeded in getting to 
the northern walls of Liege, where, how- 
ever, we were surrounded by Belgian 
troops, who drew ever closer around 
and pressed us hard with a hail of b 
lets. | 

“By order of His Highness, our deé- 
tachment formed a circle, and we de- 
fended ourselves stoutly for some time, 
till at length we saw strong reinforce- 
ments coming to our aid. In order to 
enable them to locate the exact spot 
where we were the Prince rose to a 
kneeling position, pointed with his sword 
to the approaching column and gave me, 
twho lay a hand’s breadth away from 
him on top of our flag, an order to raise 
the flag so we might be recognized. 

“I hoisted the standard and waved it 
in a circle which at once drew an extra 
strong hail of bullets from the Bel- 
gians. The flag was shot out of my 
hands. The Prince was wounded fatally 
in the breast and throat. His last words 
were ‘“2emember me.’ ”’

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—‘‘Four weeks 
of German strategy’ is the title of a 
review issued yesterday by the Press 
Bureau of the Chamber of German- 
American Commerce, with the approval 
ef the German Ambassador, Count von 
Bernstorf?. 

The Ambassador had nothing to say 
yesterday. It was hinted that he had 
carefully studied the war review before 
Heinrich Charles, director of the News 
Bureau, made it public. 

Although Charles has consistently de- 
clined to name the military expert who 
supplied the information to the bureau, 
it has never been denied that the work 
is supervised by the military attache of 
the embassy at Washington. a 

The review says the “sun of Sedan 
again spread its rays over the smoking 
battlefields,”” and that its anniversary 
affords ‘‘good reason for reviewing the 
events which have kept the whole world 
in breathless excitement which, without 
doubt, will bring about changes of the 
map of the Old World in a way not yet 
clearly discernible, but, nevertheless, ‘o 
be expected.’’ 

First Chapter Near End. - 

The review follows: 

“Four great Powers are fighting for 
their existence and for the preserva- 
tion or extension of their respective 
spheres of influence and the result of 
this gigantic conflict, whose conse- 
quences are being felt by every quarter 
on the globe, is now nearing the conclu- 
sion of its first chapter. 

‘Leaving out of consideration the re- 
serve organizations of the different 
countries, whose strength js not known 
to outsiders, the active field armies are 
the main factor on which success or de- 
feat depenfs. 

‘We know that 40 German and Aus- 
trian army corps are fighting against 
56% French, English, Belgian and Rus- 
sian corps, {. e.: France, 21 corps; one 
Algerian corps, Senegal troops, Belgium, 
one and one-half corps; England, three 
corps (six divisions); Servia, five corps 
(10 divisions); Russia, 25 corps; total, 56% 
corps.

Great Britain’s dominions—Canada, 
Egypt, India and Australia—as long as 
the seas remain open for English ship- 
ping.

Zeppelin Bomb in Antwerp 
Damaged American’s Property 
LONDON, Sept. 2.—Cave & Co.. a well- 
known firm of solicitors in this city, has

the effect that the most serious 
age done by the recent dropping of 


bombs from a German Zeppelin airship 
was done to some property owned by an 
American client. 

The matter of damages for the ruining 
of the property is being taken up with 
the American authorities, the solicitors 
say. Cave & Co. made public a letter 
they received frorn Antwerp, under date 
of Aug. 25, which reads: 

“About 1 o’clock last nigbt a German 
Zeppelin sailed over Antwerp, throw- 
ing heavily charged bombs at certain 
buildings. One of the bombs dropped 
in the front garden at 217 Rue Lozane 
and caused terrible havoc. A large part 
of the front of the house was torn away. 
Every window in the place was smashed. 
Mantelpieces were torn away, the teil- 
ings are nearly all down. In fact, 
impossible to describe the aspect of the 
building as it now is. 

“The bomb was charged with forged 
steel and copper bars, in lengths vary- 
ing from three inches to one foot, ana 
the damage done by these bars is re- 
markable.

The Secretary was firmly of the opin- 
jon the thing to do is to stop quibbling 
about the details of the plan and get to 
work. 

“You can’t measure economy against 
the necessity of the country, gentle- 
men,’ he said, “The short cut is to let, 
the Government handle this matter in a 
‘two-fisted manner. If the Government 
owns these ships through a corporation, 
it is not a subsidy, because the Govern- 
ment cannot subsidize itself.’’ 

Secretary’ McAdoo opened his view of 
the case by declaring the immediate 
problem is to provide facilities for carry- 
ing on the trade of the country and 
that the country must depend on the 
Government if private capital will not 
come to the rescue.

acquisition of German merchant ships. 
The discussions going on between Lon- 
don and Washington are nearing an 
end and the position Great Britain will 
assume is pretty definitely known. 

Stress is laid. upon the fact that En- 
giand does not purpose asking America 
to deviate from her position of strict 
neutrality. -ngland does contend, how- 
ever, that she is permitted by interna- 
tional law not to recognize the proposed 
transfer of flag, and that under the cir- 
cumstances she is compelled to invoke 
that right, although as a matter of 
friendship she igs willing to grant con- 
cessions. 

What Great Britain proposes is that 
because of the friendly feeling between 
the two countries and her keen desire 
to let nothing interfere with that friend- 
ship, the British Government shall de- 
clare that ships’ transferred to the 
American flag would not be considered 
subject to capture under certain condi- 
tions. 

The most important condition would 
be that they should not be used in carry- 
ing food or other contraband or semi- 
contraband materials or supplies to 
points where they would or could be 
shipped to Great Britain’s enemies. 


No Return of Ships. 


England also desires some sort of as- 
surance that ships thus purchased would 
not after the war be returned to their 
former German owners. 

Granting these contentions are admit- 
ted by the State Department, there 
should be no obstacle to American ac- 
quisition of ships for use in  Latin- 
American and other neutral trade. 

The discussion between the two gov- 
ernments is most amicable and there 
appears on this side to be no reason 
why there should be irritation of any 
sort. 

Great Britain’s legal argument is based 
largely on article 41 of the declaration 
of London of 1909, which both govern- 
ments have approved and which says: 

The transfer of an enemy’s vessel 
to a neutral flag effected after the 
outbreak of hostilities is void unless 
it is proved such transfer is not made 
in order to evade the consequences 
to which an enemy’s vessel, as such, 
is exposed. 

It is held that.the sale of German 
ships is obviously for avoidance of one 
of the consequences to which Germany 
was exposed by the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. 

Right to Destroy Commerce. 

One of the legitimate acts of war is 
to destroy the enemy’s commerce, either 
by capture on the seas or by driving 
ships into harbors. Should such ships 
be sold the money derived therefrom re- 
turns to the enemy and thus benefits 
him as well as constituting an «avoid- 
ance of the consequences to which the 
vessel is exposed. 

At the present juncture ‘England has 
not the slightest desire to take any staps 
to alienate in the slightest degree Amer- 
ican good will, which is appreciated 
highly; but the view is taken that this 
is a matter of considerable consequenc:, 
meaning Germany's obtaining considera- 
ble money from the sale, and that if 
England does not exercise what she 
claims is her full right to prevent un- 
restricted commerce between American 
and German ports, or American and 
Dutch ports, through which food sup- 
Plies could pass to Germany, her own 
interests would materially suffer, mxk- 
ing it more difficult to combat the en- 
emy and at least prolong the conflict.

Coastwise Problem ¢. 

Representative Hardy of Texas drew 
Secretary McAdoo into a general dis- 
cussion of the subject of whether the 
proposed Government-owned merchant 
marine should have the right to op- 
erate in coastwise traffic of any sort. 

“Personally I see no objection,” was 
the reply of the Secretary. ‘But, of 
course, there would be the protests of 
the coastwise ship owners. You must 
remember the primary object of this bill 
is to get the foreign trade, and you 
should not allow any minor considera- 
tion to defeat it.’’ 

“If you get this bill full of coastwise 
entanglements,’’ warned Representative 
Green of Massachusetts, ‘‘you'll never 
get it through.” 

In answer to Chairman Alexander, 
who spoke of a rumored ‘‘corner’ in 
ships that might be available, to the 
corporation, the Secretary said: ‘‘You 
can rest assured the Shipping Board, 
which is composed of the President and 
two Cabinet officers, will not buy any 
junk and it will not pay excessive prices 
for ships.”’ 

Animals in Berlin Zoo Are 
Killed to Save Their Food 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—So “carefully are 
they conserving the food supplies in 
Berlin, according to reports reaching 
London, that the carniverous animals 
in the zoo are to be killed to save for 
the consumption of the people the meat 
that would be fed to the animals. They 
are fed largely on horseflesh which ap- 
parently cannot be spared at the present 
crisis. 

The same condition prevails in Ham- 
burg, where Hagenbeck’s famous z00, 
the largest collection of wild animals 
in existence, will suffer heavily. The 
less vatuable carniverous animals are 
being killed off first and fed to the 
others, and it is hoped by this means 
ultimately to save a considerable part 
of the collection. Fish are easily pro- 
curable and fish-eating animals have a 
long lease of life. 


Tells of Projectiles. 

At the Eastern station the refugees 
are nearly as numerous, but there are 
few wounded among them. An injured 
artilleryman who arrived there spoke 
mysteriously of the terrible effects of 
certain French projectiles.

The reports of refugees given in tho 
dispatch, that the Germans were fight- 
ing in the vicinity of Compaigne, indi- 
cated a further marked advance of the 
Germans. Previous reports had them’ 
fighting at La Fere, in the department 
of Aine, about 70 miles from Paris. 
Compaigne is just north of the depart- 
ment of Seine, in which Paris is io- 
cated.

Martial Law Proclaimed and 
Women Must Be Off Streets 
by 8 P. M. 


MILITIA CAMP ON = HILL 


Mine Worker’s President in 


Speech Defies Soldiers to 
Arrest Him.

BUTTE, Mont., Sept. 2.—Butte is wun- 
der martial law, by proclamation issued 
late vesterday by Gov. Samuel V. Stew- 
art at Helena. 

An order issued by Maj. Dan J. Don- 
ohue, commanding officer of the 10 com- 
panies of militia, “which arrived here 
last night, prescNbed the rules for the 
conduct of Butte. ll saloons were or- 
dered closed until further notice, and 
public gatherings of jany character were 
forbidden without permission of the 
commanding officer. Women will not 
be permitted on the streets after 8 
o’clock in the evening nor before 4 
o’clock in the morning. 

Even courts are closed and it is com- 
manded that all cases of law viola- 
tions will be tried by the militia au- 
thorities, the court to be presided over 
by Maj. Jesse B. Roote as Adjutant- 
General. | 

The proclamations were spread broad- 
cast and it was announced that the 
National Guard would take up positions 
throughout the city this morning. 

The militiamen camped on a hillside 
cverlooking the city overnight, with two 
machine guns mounted on their train. 
The laws of the State require 2% hours’ 
notice of a proclamation of martial law 
before the soldiers actually march into 
the streets of a city. 

No disturbances have occurred since 
the troops arrived, and, with the excep- 
tion of: a,radical speech last night by 
‘‘Muckie’» McDonald, president of the 
Mine Workers’ Union, who defied the 
officers or the militia to serve a war- 
rant for his arrest, there were no ut- 
terances of an incendiary or violent 
character. 

Maj. Donohue formally notified the 
newspaper offices of the city last night 
that they were under censorship from 
midnight on. 

The Anaconda company announce: 
last night that the Anaconda and Orig- 
inal, mines would »resume: work todav 
with protection for all miners who 
wished to work. The Butte Mine Work- 
ers’ Committee marched to the Original 


ern Federation of Miners’ members to 
join the new miners’ union. The com- 
mittee was refused admittance and was 
ousted from the grougds. 


More Federal Troops Ordered to Mon- 
tana Mine Region. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The third 
battalion of the first United States 
infantry, about 280 men, at Fort 
Wright, near Spokane, Wash., has 
been ordered to Fort William Henry 
Harrison, near Helena, to await de- 
velopments in the mine disturbances 
at Butte. 

The first battalion of the Four- 
tetéath Infantry, 250 men, already 
has left Spokane for Helena. The 
Federal troops are ordered to Mon- 
tana at the request of Gov. Stewart.

TRINIDAD, Colo., Sept. 2.—Six arrests 
were made late yesterday on _ indict- 
ments returned by the Las Animas 
County. grand’ jury, investigating coal 
strike disorders.

So far as we have already 
formed engagements, let them be fulfilled with 
perfect good faith. Here letusstop. Europe hasa 
set of primary interests which to us have none, or 
a very rem te, relation. Hence she must be en- 
gaged in frequent controversies, the causes of 
which are essentially foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore, it must be unwise in us to im- 
plicate ourselves by artificial ties in the ordinary 
vicissitudes of her politics, or the ordinary com- 
binations and cellisions of her friendships or 
enmities.”’

Both Berlin and Paris have heretofore known 
the enemy's occupation in comparatively modern 
times. Twice during the Seven Years’ War Ber- 
lin was attacked: in 1757 by the Austrians, who 
penetrated into the suburbs and levied a heavy 
contribution, and in 1760 by the Russians, who 
bombarded the city, entered it and withdrew on 
payment of a $1,225,000 ransom. The French 
themselves occupied Berlin, after the disastrous 
campaign of Jena, for two years, from 1806 to 
1808, and again for a short period in 1812-1813, 
after the alliance of Prussia and Russia, and from 
that occupation the city suffered heavily. Scores 
were evened in 1870-71 by the Prussian victory 
over France and the Paris occupation. It is a 
coincidence of modern history that what was 
well-nigh the destruction of Paris was the making 
of Berlin. Upon the latter the effect of the suc- 
cessful issue was electrical. The Prussian capital 
girded itself to play a new and greater role. 
Flushed with victory, eager to emulate the van- 
quished foe in works of.peace, and vie with them 
in luxury, Berlin stirred with a thousand new in- 
centives and began its career of magnificence, 
which has no parallel in the making of munici- 
palities. 


Rivals, in a sense, in times of peace, we observe 
these superb capitalr once more arrayed in war 
and as the objectives and coveted prizes of oppos- 
ing armies, With their trials the heart of the 
world throbs in sympathy—and with the prayer 
that vandalism will recognize the interest of man- 
kind at large in the preservation of two cities 
which belong, not to Germans, not to Frenchmen, 
but to all the world.

OUR 13,515,886 OF ALIEN-BORN. 

The Census Office reports that the population of 
the United States includes 13,515,886 persons of 
foreign birth, or 14.7 per cent of total population. 

The only countries represented in any consider- 
able number which are not engaged in the war 
are Italy, Greece, Holland and Scandinavia, and 
some of these may yet be involved in the strug- 
gle. The vast majority of the 13,515,886 are per- 
sons whose robust interest in the fortunes of the 
several warring countries of their nativity has 
been little affected by their new environment. 

The wisdom of'the President’s plea for a fault- 
less neutrality on the part of all Americans—a 
neutrality even in expressions of opinion and in 
mental attitude—becomes apparent from even a 
glance at the figures. Almost one of eight Ameri- 
cans was born in the lands at war. Intemperate, 
prejufliced advocacy of either the allies or the Ger- 
mans y lead to serious results. There are por- 
tions of the United States where it might even 
cause public disorder. 

Of the total of alien male population, all but 2,- 
266,535 are naturalized and entitled to vote. To 
the other causes of acute political differences in 
this country we want nothing added that might 
create divisions along racial lines. The animos- 
ities leading to such divisions might be more 
permanent, once aroused, than the animosities 
created in Europe itself. After our own struggle 
we had reason to observe that the intolerancies of 
those who had never been within miles of the 
firing line were composed with much greater dif- 
ficulty than those of the courageous men who 
took part in the fighting. 

Our adopted citizens should remember that, as 
Americans, a prayerful wish for the success of the 
particular country whence they came is not in- 
consistent with a respect for the sentiments of 
those who came from other countries. And native- 
born Americans may remember that conspicuous 
undoubtedly 
have penalties not only for the community and 
country, but for themselves. 
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THE GRAND ARMY REVIEW. 


The annual gathering and review of the Grand 
Army of the Republic at Detroit this week will 
be a reminder to older citizens of the time when 
our country was making tremendous sacrifices in 
the only military operations of modern times that 
can be compared with those now in progress 
abroad.

Even the 
Germans, who usually amuse them- 
selves chasing the other fellows, 
laughed heartily at this. The front 
page was the bright side of the paper 
for one day, anyway:
